Husker Baseball Complex Named For 
O. A. ‘Buck Beltzer’ 


O. A. ‘BUCK’ BELTZER 


Nebraska's baseball complex is named after O. A. ‘Buck’ Beltzer, well known 
Husker athlete and Grand Island businessman. 

Beltzer, born in Stratton, Neb. in 1888, earned the nickname Buck as a prepster at 
Arapahoe, Neb. Following his high school career, Beltzer went on to Nebraska for 
three years of athletic stardom. He lettered in football and baseball in 1907-08-09 and 
is the only NU athlete to have captained both the football and baseball teams the same 
year, as he did in 1909. 

Beltzer’s name is well known in the state baseball ranks, as he managed a semi-pro 
barnstorming team and also clubs in Lincoln and Grand Island in the Nebraska State 
League. 

He was instrumental in building old Landis Field in Lincoln, the west ‘P’ street 
frontrunner to the Capital City's Sherman Field. 

In Grand Island, Beltzer was president of both the Grand Island Trust Co. and 
Home Federal Savings and Loan, positions he held until his death in 1959. 
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NEBRASKA LOOKS AT 1980 
WITH OPTIMISTIC EYES 


Last season was the most successful baseball campaign ever at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. Under John Sanders, the Huskers were 49-15 overall— 
most wins in the school’s history—and at one time NU ranked No. 23 in the 
country. The Huskers placed second in the Big 8 Postseason Tournament 
and finished third at the NCAA Northeast Baseball Regional, the first team to 
advance to the NCAA playoffs since 1950. 

And with 13 lettermen back, including five starters and five front line 
pitchers, Sanders, now in his third year at NU with an 85-35 record, hopes 
that the Huskers '80 mark can be even more impressive than last season's 
record setting effort. 

Two of the reasons why Sanders feels that way are senior centerfielder 
Joe Scherger and junior third baseman Jeff Hunter. 

Scherger was the Huskers most honored player last season. He batted 
-337, second best on the squad behind Hunter, and earned first team All Big 
8 honors—he hit .326 in the league—All Big 8 Postseason Tournament and 
All Big 8 Academic first team honors. Scherger was also drafted by the New 
York Mets, but declined the offer to play for the U. S. team last summer in its 
annual clash with Japan.

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Hunter was the team’s top hitter, with a .339 average. He was honorable 
mention All Big 8 and first team All Big 8 Postseason Tournament. For his 
efforts at the Hawaii Rainbow Easter Tournament in Honolulu, Hunter also 
earned a first team All Tournament award. He was drafted by the Atlanta 
Braves last summer, but spurned the offer to return to Nebraska. 

The Huskers other returning starters are junior left fielder Stan Hass, 
senior second baseman Greg Schafer and senior right fielder Steve Oakley. 
Haas last year batted .280, Schafer hit .279 as the Huskers starting shortstop 
and Oakley batted .278. Oakley also earned numerous awards—honorable 
mention All Big 8, first team All Big 8 Postseason Tournament and first team 
All Big 8 Academics. 

The Huskers pitching staff returns five of Nebraska’s top nine hurlers 
from last year. Leading the pack are senior left hander Cliff Faust and junior 
right hander Tim Burke. Faust last year led the staff with a 6-1 mark, a 1.99 
earned run average and 53 strikeouts. Burke was 7-3, with a 2.47 ERA and 
had 78 strikeouts, which ranked him 14th in the country in that category. 

The Huskers other top moundsmen are sophomores Mike Vojtesak and 
Mike Harlander, and senior Ray Tromba. Vojtesak was 4-0 last year with a 
2.83 ERA and 43 strikeouts, while Harlander was 5-2, with a 2.97 ERA and 
36 strikeouts. Tromba and Burke pitched the most innings last year, each 
with 69.1. Tromba was 6-4 overall, with a 3.63 ERA and 38 strikeouts. 

Nebraska's other returning letterman are: senior catcher Mark Haas, who 
hit .275, senior infielder Kelly Combs, who started the first half of the season 
at shortstop and hit .271 and sophomore reserve outfielder Harold Bright, 
who batted .242. 

Sanders is also expecting big things from his newcomers, especially from 
juniors, catcher Mark Haley, junior first baseman Tim Sinovich, and 
shortstop Mark Prior, all entering the current Spring campaign as first team- 
ers. 

Haley, a transfer from Santa Barbara Junior College, hit .327 last season, 
Sinovich, a transfer from Central Arizona, batted .350 last year, and Prior, a 
transfer from Mt. San Antonio College, batted .280 in 1979. 

The top new pitchers are junior lefthander Rick Evans and freshman 
righthander Steve Gehrke. Evans, a transfer from El Camino Junior College, 
last year had a 0.60 ERA and also batted .353 as a designated hitter. Gehrke, 
who in 1979 led his Murray, Utah high school team to the state title, was 9-0 
last season, with a 0.02 ERA and 89 strikeouts. 

Other newcomers who could break into the starting lineup are junior 
shortstop Chris Chavez, and freshmen, infielder Steve Stanicek and outtfiel- 
der Mark McManaman. Chavez, a transfer from West Los Angeles Junior 
College, hit .377 last season, while Stanicek hit .456 in 1979 at Rich East 
High School in Park Forest, Ill. McManaman, younger brother of former 
Husker star Steve, pitched and hit Lincoln, Neb. Southeast High School into 
the state finals last Spring. In ’79, McManaman hit .518, while also collect- 
ing a 1.74 ERA. 

Nebraska’s schedule is again tough for 1980, as the Huskers compete in 
the second annual Nevada—Las Vegas Desert Baseball Classic (Feb. 21-24), 
with such powers as UNLV, Brigham Young and New Mexico and the 14th 
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annual Cal-Riverside National Invitational Baseball Tournament (March 
24-29), featuring the host school, Cal-Riverside, and Washington, Seton 
Hall, and Mejii University of Tokyo, the 1979 Japanese national champion- 
ship college team. 

Nebraska's other nonconference highlights are: a four-game stint at 
Wichita State (March 1-2), a March 30 bout at Pepperdine, an encounter 
against USC in Omaha (April 3) and four dates with arch rivals Creighton 
and Nebraska~Omaha—April 9 at Creighton and April 16 Creighton in Lin- 
coln, along with April 22 Nebraska-Omaha in Lincoln and April 29, the 
Huskers at Omaha. 

In the Big 8 Eastern Division, Nebraska plays defending Division champ 
Missouri in Lincoln, April 25-26, and Kansas in Lincoln May 2-3. But the 
Huskers must travel to Ames on April 18-19 to face Iowa State. Another Big 
8 date to watch is April 12, when the Huskers travel to Oklahoma State, and 
April 19, when NU is at Oklahoma, the 1979 Big 8 Champion.

Pete O’Brien—from Pebble Beach, Calif., drafted as a junior by the Texas Rangers. 
Two year starter at first base. As a junior, he earned first team All-Big 8 Postseason 
Tournament honors. Holds three season and one career record. As a senior, he hit 
.325. Transferred to NU from Monterey Peninsula JC. 

Bob Gebler—from Westerly, R. I., started for two years at designated hitter, now 
living in Westerly. As a senior, he hit .317 and earned honorable mention All Big 8 
and first team All Big 8 Tournament. Gebler has three season and two career records. 

Val Primante—from Covina, Calif., drafted as a senior by the Houston Astros. In 
1979, Primante—a two year starter at catcher—hit .304. Transferred to NU from Mt. 
San Antonio JC. Holds one season mark. 

John Russo—from St. Louis, Mo., signed with the Atlanta Braves as a senior. Two 
year starter at shortstop and second base, as a senior he hit .260. He holds one single 
season record.

Jeff Costello—Omaha, Neb.,—In 1979, he was 5-0, with a 2.49 earned run average 
and 32 strikeouts. Costello holds three NU career marks—now living in Omaha. 

Jim McManus—from Chicago, Ill., drafted as a junior by the Chicago Cubs. In 1979, 
he was 4-1, with a 3.63 ERA and 39 strikeouts, while earning honorable mention All 
Big 8 honors. Transfer from Triton JC. 

Tim Pettit—from Comita, Calif., signed as a senior with the California Angels. In 
1979, he was 6-3, with a 4.35 ERA and 35 strikeouts, while getting first team Aca- 
demic All Big 8 honors. Transfer from El Camino JC.

Tim Carroll—from Denver, drafted as a junior in '78 by the Chicago Cubs. A 
two-year starter in right field, he transferred to NU from Arizona Western Junior 
College in 1977. Last season, he earned honorable mention All Big 8 honors, hitting 
.295 and first team Academic All Big 8 selection. Tim is also a Husker graduate 
assistant and now playing with the Chicago White Sox. 

Dan Dixon—from Spring Valley. Calif., drafted as a junior in ‘78 by the Texas 
Rangers. He came to NU from Grossmont College last season and played center field. 
In 1978, he was second team All Big 8, hitting .288. Now lives in San Diego. 

Jon Henne—from Littleton, Colo., was a three-year (1976-78) starter for the Husk- 
ers at catcher, An NU graduate, he is now an engineer in Denver. In 1978, he hit .271. 

Doug Miller—from North Platte, Neb., Miller was a starter for NU at third base in 
1976 and ‘77 and a senior lettermen last season. He is now working on his NU degree. 
In 1978, he hit .267. 

Larry Winum—from Bloomington, Minn., started for the Huskers at first base in 
1976 and '77, was a part-time starter last season. In 1978, he batted .277 and holds the 
Husker career record for doubles, with 21. An NU graduate, he works for Lincoln 
Commonwealth Electric.

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THE COACHES 
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HEAD COACH JOHN SANDERS 


Nebraska third year head coach John Sanders is the best example of the 
‘new’ Husker baseball program. 

In less than three years as the Cornhusker head man, he has already: 

—In 1979, guided the Huskers to their best year ever. Last season, NU 
was 49-15 overall—best in the school’s history—second place in the Big 8 
and an NCAA Playoff participant in the Northeast Baseball Regional. It was 
Nebraska's first NCAA Playoff spot since 1950. 

—Spearheaded a fund drive for newly named Buck Beltzer Field, pro- 
viding permanent bleachers and a press box, along with an Astroturf infield 
and covered dugouts. 

—In 1978, his first year, Sanders guided the Huskers to a 36-20 record, 
the most wins at that time in Husker baseball history. 

—Had a great recruiting year for the 1980 season, getting five high school 
and five junior college stars who will aid the Huskers for the upcoming 
campaign. 

Success is nothing new for Sanders, as his baseball career, from Ameri- 
can Legion ball, to the pros, to coaching, has been painted with good for- 
tune. 

Sanders baseball career goes back to 1960, the first year he played 
American Legion baseball in Grand Island, Neb. He continued his Legion 
career until 1964, when his baseball life really got rolling. 

In 1964, Sanders was the Nebraska Prep Athlete of the Year, for his 
performance as a prepster in football, basketball and track. But his first 
interest, baseball, won out over the other sports as on his high school gradu- 
ation night, Sanders signed a professional baseball contract with the Kansas 
City Athletics. The A’s representative that night in Grand Island was Whitey 
Herzog, once the manager of the Kansas City Royals. 

For the next five years, Sanders played professional ball in the Kansas 
City and New York Mets organizations. By playing in A, AA and AAA ball, 
along with a stint in the majors (Kansas City) in 1965, Sanders was laying 
the foundation for what he would be doing later in life, coaching. 

During his pro career, he also attended the University of Northern Col- 
orado, obtaining his Bachelor and Master Degrees, while coaching baseball 
at the University High School in Greeley and UNC, under Coach Pete Butler. 

Sanders first head coaching job came in 1974 at Chemeketa Community 
College in Salem, Ore. At Chemeketa, Sanders took a nonscholarship pro- 
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gram and raised it to the .500 level as his first collegiate team went 13-13. 
His coaching career was off and running. 

For the first half of the 1975 college baseball season, Sanders was the 
assistant head coach at Arizona Western College in Yuma. He got promoted 
to head coach during the latter half of the season, and the Matadors went on 
to post a season ending 10-2 mark under Sanders’ leadership. 

The next year, 1976, at Arizona Western, Sanders squad was 24-13 and 
qualified for the regional playoffs. But '76 was to be his last year in the junior 
college ranks as in the summer of 1976, Sanders became the assistant coach 
at the University of Nebraska. 

Nebraska’s season in 1977, under head coach Tony Sharpe and assistant 
Sanders, was the best the Huskers had ever had to that date, as NU was 29-13 
overall. During that campaign, the Cornhuskers had four players earn first or 
second team All Big 8 honors, with three season and four career NU baseball 
records broken. 

And if 1977 was a successful year, 1978 was even better. In his first year 
as head coach at NU, Sanders led the Huskers to a 36-20 mark, had five 
players named either second team or honorable mention All Big 8, had two 
players drafted by the pros and saw his squad break two team, five current 
individual and three career records. 

Last season was Sanders’ best, as he led NU to its first NCAA action since 
1950. All told, 1979 saw the Huskers get one first team All Big 8 player, five 
first team All Big 8 Postseason Tournament players, and three first team 
Academic All Big 8 players. Nebraska also had five players drafted and two 
sign as free agents. 

On the field, Sanders’ specialty is pitching, catching, and hitting. Off the 
field, he is a popular clinic speaker. He has participated in the Arizona State 
Clinic and this summer he will be a coach with the U.S. team in its annual 
summer series with the Japanese All Stars. 

Sanders is married to the former Marilee Omer, from Greeley, Colo., and 
their children are, daughter Elizabeth Jane and son John Craig.

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Nebraska Has A Challenging 
Schedule for 1980 


In 1980, the Huskers compete in two tournaments, face major college 
powers Wichita State, Pepperdine and USC and compete in the always rug- 
ged Big 8 Conference to complete what is the most adventuresome schedule 
that Nebraska's ever had. 

The Huskers—who at one time last year were ranked No. 23 in the 
country—open the season on Feb, 21-24 at the second annual UNLV Desert 
Baseball Classic. Along with NU, featured in the field are Nevada—Las 
Vegas, Brigham Young, Cal-Northridge, Northern Arizona, Cal-Irvine, New 
Mexico and San Diego. 

On Feb, 21, the Huskers play San Diego; on Feb. 22, NU faces Cal—Irvine 
and UNLV; on Feb. 23, the Cornhuskers play Cal—Northridge and New 
Mexico and on Feb, 24 the championship game is set. 

Last year, in their first season of Division I ball, San Diego was 32-19-1 
overall and 10-14 in the Southern California Baseball Association, good for 
fourth place. SD returns seven starters, paced by OF Don Slater (.378), 
catcher Andry Asaro (.365) and shortstop Mike Saverino (.322). 

Cal-Irvine in 1979 was 22-37-1 overall and 8-19 in the SCBA, seventh 
place. From last year's squad, C-I lost five starters and three front line 
pitchers. Cal-Irvine will be led by second baseman Mike Nagle (.320), 

UNLY, always a national power, returns all eight starters—seven hit over 
.300—from last year's team that was 41-23 overall. The Runnin’ Rebels are 
led by outfielder Ed Crow (.369), infielder Bill Max (.355) and pitcher Stan 
Hawkins (8-0). 

Cal-Northridge, a one-time Division II NCAA champ, was 23-35 overall 
in 1979, and 9-14 in the California Collegiate Athletic Association, good for 
fourth place, 

New Mexico was 27-23-1 and 11-5 in the Western Athletic Conference, 
second place in the Southern Division. The Lobos are paced by shortstop 
Tom Francis (.392) and first baseman Keith Hagman (.337). 

After the tournament, the Huskers will travel to Wichita State to face the 
Shockers in two games, on March 1 and 2. Last year, WSU was 65-15 overall, 
for the best record in the Missouri Valley Conference. Back from 1979, the 
Shockers return six top hitters, three who hit over .400 and three others who 
batted over .300. The .400 sluggers were, rightfielder Joe Carter (.450), first 
baseman Bruce Morrison (.462) and infielder Phil Stephenson (.443). Five of 
Wichita State’s top pitchers return, including Don Heinkel (7-0). 

Nebraska then returns to Lincoln to open its home campaign against 
Augustana (March 9-10), Buena Vista (March 11), Kearney State (March 12), 
Augustana (March 15-16) and Wayne State (March 19). 

Augustana was 7-15 overall last season and 4-8 in the North Central 
Conference, fifth place. Buena Vista in 1979 was 16-10 overall and 8-2 in the 
Iowa Intercollegiate Athletic Conference, second place. The Huskers beat BV 
last year in Lincoln, 15-1 and 12-0. Kearney was 27-28 overall and 4-2 in the 
Nebraska College Conference, good for second place. Also last year in Lin- 
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coln, Nebraska beat Augustana 5-0 and 11-1. Wayne State was 23-22 overall 
and 6-0 in the Nebraska College Conference, good for first place. The Husk- 
ers defeated Wayne State in 1979 at Lincoln, 2-1 and 11-0. 

The Cornhuskers then travel to the west coast and play at Southern 
California College on March 2, at Costa Mesa. Last season, SCC was 16-6, 
first place in the Southern League Conference. Then on March 23, the Husk- 
ers battle Eastern Michigan at Riverside, Calif. EM last year was 41-27— 
second winningest team ever—and 11-7 in the Mid American Conference, 
good for third place. Eastern Michigan is led by rightfielder Audie Cole 
(.306) and junior righthander Randy Gordon (8-1, 3.27). 

From March 24-29, the Huskers will participate in the 14th annual Cal- 
Riverside National Invitational Baseball Tournament. Competing with the 
Cornhuskers for the crown are, Cal—Riverside, Washington, Santa Clara, 
Brigham Young, Eastern Michigan, Seton Hall and Meiji University of 
Tokyo, Japan. 

On March 24, the Huskers face Washington; on March 25, Nebraska plays 
Seton Hall; on March 26, the Cornhuskers battle Eastern Michigan and 
Brigham Young; on March 27, NU plays host to defending champ Cal— 
Riverside; on March 28, the Huskers face Meiji and on March 29, the Corn- 
huskers play Santa Clara with the championship game set for that afternoon. 

Washington last year was 37-13 overall and 11-5 in the Northern Divi- 
sion of the Pacific 10, second place. The Huskies lost only one starter from 
that squad and will be led by third baseman Jeb Best (.398), second baseman 
Ron Johnson (.330), outfielder Shawn Cusack (.310) and pitchers, John Mar- 
tin (10-3) and Mike Smith (10-2). 

Seton Hall, always an East Coast power that has advanced to seven 
straight postseason playoffs during the last seven years, was 32-11 in 1979 
and 14-1 in the Metropolitan Conference, good for first place. SH is led by 
shortstop Mike Sheppard (.359) and outfielder Chris Walrath (.354), along 
with hurlers, Tim Byron (7-3), John Moeller (7-1), and Mike O’Beirne (5-1). 

Brigham Young was 50-25 overall and 16-1 in the Western Athletic 
Conference, good for first place in the Northern Division—it was the 
Cougars 14th straight Northern Division crown—and BY also won the WAC 
Postseason Playoff. Brigham Young has seven starters back, led by Stan 
Younger (.395). 

Cal-Riverside last season was 33-27 overall, while Meiji University of 
Tokyo was the 1979 Japanese national collegiate champ. 

Santa Clara was 27-22 overall in 1979 and 18-17 in the Northern Califor- 
nia Baseball Association, fourth place. SC returns seven starters, including 
OF Don Mazzilli (.304), and top pitcher Rick Edwards (5-0). 

Before returning home, the Cornhuskers will travel to Malibu, Calif. and 
face Pepperdine, a 1979 College World Series participant. The Waves will be 
out for revenge, as last year, NU beat Pepperdine at Malibu 3-2. In 1979, 
Pepperdine was 53-18 overall and 19-9 in the Southern California Baseball 
Association, second place to CWS champ Fullerton State, Pepperdine’s 
strength is pitching, with Albert Arrieta (10-1), Ted Pallas (10-5) and Gary 
Kurtz (10-3), all returning. Outfielder Dave Schuler (.336) is the top hitter. 

The Huskers return to the Midwest and play perennial national power, 
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the University of Southern California, on April 3 at Omaha's Rosenblatt 
Stadium. The Trojans will also be looking for revenge as Nebraska beat them 
6-3 last year in Los Angeles. USC was 33-24 overall and 15-5 in the Pac-10’s 
Southern Division, fourth place. USC—national champs in 1978, return six 
starters, including catcher Dave Hodgins (.323) and shortstop Chuck Men- 
zhuber (.308). The top recruit is Jody Langsford, younger brother Carney 
plays for the California Angels. 

Nebraska opens Big 8 play in Lincoln on April 5 against Colorado and 
April 7 against Kansas State. For a complete rundown on the Big 8, please 
see facing page. 

On April 9 in Lincoln, the Huskers host archrival Creighton, a team it 
also faces April 16 in Omaha. Last year, the Huskers beat Creighton 10-8 and 
15-3 in Lincoln. In 1979, the Bluejays were 17-27 overall, while this year's 
club will be led by shortstop Randy Schwartz (.375) and centerfielder Craig 
Huston (.338). Dave Underwood, a former NU assistant coach, is now an 
assistant at Creighton. 

On April 10, the Huskers host Morningside, a team NU beat last year, 7-2, 
and 12-0 in Lincoln. In '79, Morningside was 19-14 overall and 11-5 in the 
North Central Conference, good for second place. 

The Huskers will face its other instate rival—Nebraska-Omaha—on 
April 22 in Lincoln and April 29 in Omaha. Last year, the Huskers beat 
Nebraska-Omaha four times, 4-2 and 20-5 in Lincoln and 2-1 and 9-8 in 
Omaha, Nebraska-Omaha was the 1979 North Central Conference champ 
with a 12-4 mark, and the Mavericks were 20-18 overall. Their leader in 1980 
is Dave Poulicek (.

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HUSKER DIAMOND TO 
‘BUCK’ BELTZER FIELD 


Located north of Memorial Stadium, for years the NU baseball complex was 
known as Husker Diamond. 

In 1978, the first year for NU head coach John Sanders, an AstroTurf infield, the 
only one in the Big 8, and covered dugouts were added to Husker Diamond. The 
improvements were made possible by a $50,000 donation from the Californians For 
Nebraska. Total cost of the improvements were $145,000. 

In 1979, Husker Diamond was named ‘Buck’ Beltzer Field, when a generous dona- 
tion from the Beltzer family, Jim of Grand Island and Mrs. Bob Florrie of Fremont, 
expanded the complex by adding permanent stands. a covered pressbox and rest 
rooms. 

In 1980, the capacity of Beltzer Field was increased, bringing the capacity to 1,326. 

Future plans for ‘Buck’ Beltzer Field are a club house and lockerrooms, for both the 
Huskers and the visiting team, located under the infield Astroturf. 

The dimensions of the playing area are 325’ down the right and left field lines, 
400’ through the power alleys and 375’ to deep center field.

BOARD OF REGENTS 


UNIVERSITY PRESIDENT 


Ronald W. Roskens, Ph.D. 


Dr. Roskens was named President of the University of Nebraska in April of 
1977. Prior to that he served as Chancellor of the University of Nebraska at Omaha, 
a position he assumed on July 1, 1972. 


Reared on a farm near Spencer, lowa, he earned B.A. and M.A. degrees from the 
University of Northern Iowa and the Ph.D. from the University of Iowa. He re- 
ceived an honorary Doctor of Laws from Creighton University in May of 1978. 


Dr. Roskens has received numerous awards, including the Outstanding Alum- 
nus Award from the University of Northern Iowa, the Brotherhood Award from the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews and the National 4-H Alumnus Award. 
He is listed in the National Register of Educational Researchers, Who's Who in 
America and American Men and Women of Science. 
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Nebraska's Chancellor 


DR. ROY A. YOUNG 


Dr. Roy A, Young is the chief executive officer of the University of Nebraska— 
Lincoln, which has extension and research facilities throughout the state as well as its 
two main campuses in Lincoln. He came to Nebraska on June 1, 1976 from Corvallis, 
Ore., where he was Vice President for Research and Graduate Studies at Oregon State 
University. 


A native of McAlister, New Mexico, Dr. Young served in his post at Oregon State 
since 1970. He has gained an international reputation as a scientist since joining 
Oregon State in 1948 as an assistant professor in the Department of Botany and Plant 
Pathology. He later moved through the academic ranks to professor and became head 
of the Department in 1958. He was named dean of research in 1966. During the fiscal 
year 1969-70 he served as acting president of Oregon State. 


Dr. Young received the B.S. degree at New Mexico State University and holds M.S. 
and Ph.D, degrees in plant pathology from Iowa State University. The author of more 
than 60 publications, he is a Fellow of the American Association of the Advancement 
of Science and the American Phytopathological Society. He also is a member of the 
American Institute for Biological Sciences, Sigma Xi, Phi Kappa Phi, Phi Sigma, Blue 
Key, and Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity. In 1978 he was awarded an honorary Doctor 
of Laws degree by New Mexico State University. 


Dr Young currently serves as Chairman of the Committee on Energy and Environ- 
ment of the National Association of State Universities and Land Grant Colleges. He 
also serves on the Department of State's U. S. National Committee for Man and the 
Biosphere, the Department of Commerce's Sea Grant Review Panel, and the National 
Science Foundation's Advisory Committee on Applied Science and Research Appli- 
cations Policy. 


He is a member of the Board of Directors of the Pacific Power and Light Company, 
Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant Research, and the First National Bank and Trust 
Company of Lincoln. 


He is past president of the Pacific Division, American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, former chairman of the Council for Research Policy and Ad- 
minstration of the National Association of State Universities and Land-Grant Colleges, 
and former member of the Commission on Undergraduate Education in Biological 
Sciences. 


Dr. Young and his wife Marilyn have two children, Janet, and Randall. 
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Big 8 Faculty Representative 
DR. KEITH L. BROMAN 


Dr. Keith L. Broman is in his eighth year as the Big 8 Faculty Representative for the 
University of Nebraska. Dr. Broman served as Chairman of the Faculty Represen- 
tatives in 1972-1973. He serves as secretary of the Faculty 
Representatives Group in the College Football Association. 


After graduating from South Bend, Indiana, Central in 
June of 1940, Dr. Broman attended Indiana University for 
three years, then transferred to Berea (Kentucky) College. 
After receiving Navy V-12 training at Berea in 1944, he 
entered the Harvard Graduate School of Business while 
serving as Assistant Supply Officer, NAS Coco Solo, from 
1945 to 1946. 


He returned to Harvard following a tour of duty with the 
Navy during the war and received the MBA from Harvard 
in 1947. From 1947 to 1951, he was instructor at Ohio Uni- 
versity, then he came to Lincoln where he served on the 
Nebraska faculty until 1954. The next year was spent as an 
assistant professor at the University of Wisconsin. 


DR. KEITH L. BROMAN 


In 1979 he was recognized by receiving a distinguished 
teaching award from UNL. 


He received the Ph.D. from Nebraska in 1955 and returned to the NU faculty as an 
Associate Professor of Business Organization until he advanced to the status of full 
professor in 1963. In 1968, he was named Chairman of the Department of Finance at 
NU, retiring from this position in 1978. 


Dr. Broman is a member of the First Presbyterian Church which he serves as a 
member of the Foundation Board. In the past, he has been an Elder (Clerk of Session), 
Deacon and member of the Board of Trustees. Dr. Broman is also a member of the 
American Finance Association, American Accounting Association, Midwest Business 
Adminstration, Beta Gamma Sigma and Delta Sigma Pi. He is a retired Commander of 
the Supply Corps, U.S. Naval Reserves, and serves as a consultant for Investment 
Education & Practice. 


Dr. Broman and his wife, Ruth, formerly Ruth Jane DuBois, have been married 
since 1944. They have two daughters, Rebecca Ann Cross, and Lisa Marie, who is a 
law student at Nebraska. He has two granddaughters, Katy and Kelly. 
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FACTS ABOUT 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 


A Brief History— 


‘The University of Nebraska, now an institution of three major components—the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, the University of Nebraska at Omaha and University 
of Nebraska Medical Center, Omaha—and a collection of agricultural experiment 
stations and related offi he state, was chartered by the Nebraska Legislature 
in 1869 and held its fir: in 1871 in a 3-story brick building on the outskirts of 
Lincoln, 

At its chartering, the University was committed to instruct in agriculture, the 

rs," and military tactics by the terms of the Land-Grant College Act of 
1862 to which the Legislature subscribed, These special endeavors, however, were 
made parts of the total University program with the result that Nebraska, unlike some 
of its neighbors, has had but one major institution of higher education. 

The early years were fraught with internal ideological conflicts, with financial 
problems and with shortages of collegiate students. The University not only survived 
without interruption, it managed to establish the first program of graduate education 
west of the Mi ippi in the mid-1880s. By 1909 it had attained membership in the 
select Association of American Universities, a tribute to the high quality of its faculty 
and scholastic programs. 

‘The University of Nebraska-Lincoln now has nine Colleges, plus four Schools and 
many other programs. Thirty-nine doctoral level, 61 masters, 110 undergraduate and 
15 pre-professional areas of study are offered. 

Lack of financial support forced the University in 1888 to close the Medical Col- 
lege it had opened in Lincoln five years earlier, In 1902, the University reentered the 
field of medical education, taking over the Omaha Medical College. This became the 
University of Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha. 

Since the adoption of the Nebraska constitution in 1875, the Univer 
governed by an elected Board of Regents. In 1968, pursuant to legislative 
city-wide election in Omaha, the Board of Regents was made responsible for gover- 
nance of the former municipal University of Omaha, renamed the University of Ne- 
braska at Omaha. In 1970, the number of regents was increased from six to eight. This 
number was increased again in 1974, when a representative of the student body from 
each of the three campuses became a non-voting member. 

In 1971, the chief executive officer of the University was given the title of Presi 
dent. The executive heads of the three components, the University of Nebraska— 
Lincoln, the University of Nebraska at Omaha, and the University of Nebraska Med 
cal Center, were accorded the titles of chancellor and Vice President.

Points of Interest on Campus— 


Museum—The University of Nebraska State Museum has an outstanding collec- 
tion of fossil mammals and is world renowned for its Elephant Hall. There are gal- 
leries of health science, Nebraska wildlife, zoology, geology and anthropology. In 
addition to its exhibits on three floors of Morrill Hall at 14th and U, the museum has 
extensive research collections in Nebraska Hall. 

Art—The Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery has one of the finest collections on a 
university campus. Its sculpture garden is also one of the finest in the nation. 

Music—School of Music students and faculty perform regularly in Kimball Recital 
Hall and throughout the state. There is an active schedule of concerts by University 
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choral and instrumental groups, musical theatre productions and a wide range of 
musical and dance events by visiting artists. 

‘Theatre—During the school year there are periodic performances by University 
companies in Howell Memorial and Studio Theatres. A repetory group performs 
throughout the summer months. 

Nebraska Unions—The social centers on each campus provide a variety of food 
service facilities and relaxation areas for students and visitors, house the placement 
center and offices for student organizations, book stores, bowling alleys, game rooms, 
TV rooms, record rooms, study rooms, and rooms for large meetings and social events. 

Carillon Tower—Built in 1948, the gift of alumnus Ralph S. Mueller, the tower has 
become a symbol of the NU Lincoln campus. It houses a 24 octave electronic English 
bells carillon, played on ceremonial occasions from a keyboard. 

Historical Museum—The State Historical Society has its museum and library on 
the campus. It features Nebraska lore dating from early Indian relics. 

Center for Continuing Education—Conference and hotel facilities at 33rd and 
Holdrege provide a site for hundreds of adult and youth meetings each year. Con- 
tinuing education programs are planned by a professional staff. The Center was fi- 
nanced through a grant from the Kellogg Foundation and by public subscription. 

Planetarium—Public sky shows are presented daily during the summer and on 
weekends during the school year. Special shows are also given to University classes 
and visiting school groups.

Financial Aid 

In 1977-78 student financial aid totalled $3.5 million from scholarships and grants 
($450,000 from University funds), $4.5 million in loans (National Defense and Feder- 
ally Insured loans) and $3.6 million from student employment {work-study and Uni- 
versity part-time work). Information on aid can be obtained from the Office of Schol- 
arships and Financial Aid, 113 Administration Building. 


Housing 

The University of Nebraska Board of Regents adopted policy requires all unmar- 
ried freshmen who do not reach the age of 20 by October 1 of the current academic 
year and who do not commute from their permanent homes, to reside in on-campus 
housing facilities. These facilities include residence halls, cooperative houses, frater- 
nity houses and sorority houses. Sophomores must adhere to the same requirement 
unless they file written parental permission to live off-campus in advance with the 
Office of University Housing. 


Continuing Studies 

The Division of Continuing Studies provides students of all ages a wide variety of 
non-traditional educational opportunities. It operates the largest university based 
independent study by correspondence program in the U.S., offering college and high 
school courses, and a Class A high school diploma can be earned. On-campus evening 
class and out-state field credit class programs are conducted. The Division conducts 
hundreds of non-credit conferences and institutes annually at the Nebraska Center for 
Continuing Education in Lincoln and at out-state locations. The Division's Instruc- 
tional Media Center meets the instructional media needs on campus and maintains 
more than 6,000 educational films, filmstrips and tape recordings which are available 
on a rental basis to schools, organizations and agencies. 


Research 

Research is conducted at the University in agriculture, education, business, en- 
gineering, law, health sciences, home economics, biological, physical and social sci- 
ences and humanities. Total support of $20.3 million includes funds from a variety of 
federal, state and private sources. 


Athletics 

The Department of Intercollegiate Athletics fields men’s teams in football, basket- 
ball, track, swimming, wrestling, golf, cross country, baseball, tennis and gymnastics, 
and women’s teams in volleyball, basketball, gymnastics, swimming, softball, golf, 
track, cross country and tennis. Memorial Stadium seats 73,531 for football. A new 
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facility opened in 1976-77 seats 15,000 for basketball, 3,500 in the natatorium and 
5,000 for indoor track. Ed Weir Stadium seats 5,500 for outdoor track. 


University of Nebraska Foundation 

The University of Nebraska Foundation is a legally incorporated non-profit or- 
ganization chartered under Nebraska law. Through its solicitation and investment 
programs, it provides between $2 and $3 million in benefits annually for the Univer- 
sity. Among the benefits are: $770,000 in scholarships and fellowships; $420,000 in 
research equipment and support; $145,000 in support of professorships, and $100,000 
in support of art, museum and library acquisitions. The Foundation has available 
$600,000 annually in low-interest student loans, Approximately 18,000 gifts are re- 
ceiyed by the Foundation each year. Its assets are nearly $30 million. 


Nebraska Alumni Association 

The Nebraska Alumni Association is an independent association of former stu- 
dents and graduates of the University of Nebraska-Lincoln campus. It publishes the 
bimonthly Nebraska Alumnus magazine, the Alumni Sports Reporter and maintains 
biographical records on all graduates and former students. In addition, the Alumni 
Association sponsors a world-wide network of alumni clubs, alumni tours, and class 
reunions. The Association consists of 103,000 alumni living throughout the world 
and has a paid membership of 14,000. 
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BOB DEVANEY 


Athletic Director 
University of Nebraska 


One of the greatest coaches in the history of American football, Bob Devaney is 
now turning his vast energies toward supervision of the entire athletic program at the 
University of Nebraska. Devaney heads both the men’s and women’s athletic progams. 

Nebraska has one of the finest athletic plants in the nation, thanks to Devaney’s 
inspiration and leadership during the past 16 years. 


Since Devaney became Athletic Director in 1967, Nebraska's Memorial Stadium 
has an enlarged (9,400) capacity of 73,531—largest in the Big 8—as well as an As- 
troTurf field, huge press box and scoreboard. 

Since 1967, the Cornhuskers have a multi-purpose office building at the south end 
of Memorial Stadium, and they have an outdoor track facility—Ed Weir Stadium— 
and a new baseball park—Buck Beltzer Field—with an AstroTurf infield and grand- 
stands. 


Devaney also spear-headed a drive for the new multi-purpose complex that re- 
sulted in the Nebraska Legislature voting a cigarette tax to finance a 15,000-seat 
basketball arena, with adjacent swimming complex and indoor track plant. The result 
of his efforts was the Nebraska Sports Complex, which opened its doors in the fall of 
1976. Besides the basketball arena, the NU Sports Complex, located on the Nebraska 
State Fairgrounds, houses a 220-yard synthetic track with seating for 4,500, a 25 meter 
x 25 yard swimming pool, and a practice area for the wrestling and gymnastics teams. 
In 1978, the Complex was renamed—by a vote of the Board of Regents—the Bob 
Devaney Sports Center. 


Few coaches ever achieved the success Devaney did as headmaster of the Nebraska 
Cornhuskers from 1962 to 1972. During most of that span he was the “winningest 
coach in the nation,” based on percentage of victories. He wound up with three 
straight Orange Bowl wins to go with his amazing record of nine bowl trips in 11 
years, eight Big 8 titles, two national championships, two Outland Trophy winners, a 
Lombardi Trophy winner, a Heisman Trophy winner and numerous Coach of the Year 
and similar honors. Twice his teams won four straight titles—1963-1966 and 1969- 
1972. 

In his final season, Devaney’s 1972 Huskers went 9-2-1 with a 40-6 win over Notre 
Dame in the Orange Bowl, and Bob led the nation’s active coaches with a lifetime 
record of 136-30-7 for an .806 winning percentage. That year, too, Johnny Rodgers

won the Heisman Trophy and Rich Glover swept the Outland and Lombardi Trophies, 
a feat never equalled by any other school. 

Devaney was named Coach of the Year by the Walter Camp Foundation, the 
Washington Touchdown Club and the Football Writers Association after Nebraska's 
Cornhuskers were undefeated in 13 games in 1971, sweeping to the national champi- 
onship after winning the Game of the Century against Oklahoma, 35-31. 


It was the second-straight national championship for Nebraska. The 1970 team 
was also undefeated (11-0-1), and during the span of 1969 to 1972, the Huskers went 
32 games wtihout a defeat. After Nebraska defeated LSU in the 1971 Orange Bowl 
game to win its first national title, former President Richard Nixon came to Lincoln to 
bestow a presidential plaque upon Devaney and co-captains Dan Schneiss and Jerry 
Murtaugh. 

The Devaney Huskers reaped countless honors during those two years—AP and 
UPI trophies, the Grantland Rice Trophy, the MacArthur Bowl, Big 8 and Orange 
Bowl trophies and Coach of the Year by the Football News. 


All Star games were old hat for Devaney who coached in many post-season clas- 
sics such as the Hula Bowl, the Coaches All America, the All America Bowl, the 
Blue-Gray and the Shrine East-West. He also coached the College All Stars against the 
NFL Champion Dallas Cowboys in the 1972 Chicago game. 

At Nebraska, Devaney’s teams won 101, lost 20 and tied two in 11 years, following 
his 35-10-5 record at Wyoming. He never had a losing season at Nebraska and he 
directed three undefeated teams—in 1965, 1970 and 1971. In 11 years Devaney’s 
teams went to nine post-season games, winning six and losing three. The Huskers 
played in the Gotham Bowl, Cotton Bowl, Sugar Bowl, Sun Bowl and four times in the 
Orange Bow! with Devaney at the helm. 


Under Devaney's outstanding leadership, too, the Combuskers produced 22 All 
America players and 72 All Big 8 selections in the past ten years. 

Devaney played football as an end at Alma College in Michigan, graduating with a 
B.S. in 1939. 

After starting his coaching career at Big Beaver, Mich., High, Devaney moved to 
Keego Harbor and Saginaw before spending seven years at Alpena High where his 
teams had a 52-9-0 record. He then joined Biggie Munn, and later Duffy Daugherty, at 
Michigan State before becoming head coach at Wyoming in 1957. 

Devaney is married to his college sweetheart, the former Phyllis Wiley. His son, 
Mike, and daughter Patricia, are both graduates of the University of Nebraska. He's a 
grandfather, too, with Mike's family including a daughter and a son.

Don Bryant warmed up for his 17th Cornhusker football season as a member of the 
University of Nebraska Athletic Department staff by serving as the United States Press 
Officer to the World Cup Games in Montreal, Canada during late August. 

7 Bryant is Assistant Athletic Director and Sports Informa- 
tion Director for the Huskers. During 1978-79 he served as 
President of the College Sports Information Directors of 
America and presently is serving as a member of the CoSIDA 
Board of Directors, as well as a member of the NCAA Public 
Relations Committee. He is also a former Board member of the 
Football Writers Association of America and the United States 
Basketball Writers Association. 

A 30-year veteran of the Nebraska and Big 8 scene, the “Fat 
Fox" joined the Husker staff in 1963, succeeding the late John 
Bentley. In 1976 Bob Devaney named him assistant athletic 
director in addition to his SID duties. 

“Fox” is a native of Lincoln and a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. He twice served in the U.S. Marine Corps and 
worked in the sports and news department of The Lincoln Star 
before becoming Sports Editor of the Star in 1954. He was named Nebraska 
Sportswriter of the Year in 1961 and 1962 by the National Sportscasters and 
Sportswriters Association. 

‘A recipient of numerous regional and national honors for Nebraska sports 
publications—the Husker ‘78 Football Guide was judged Best in the Nation by 
CoSIDA—Bryant was installed in the CoSIDA Hall of Fame in 1975. In 1978 the 
Nebraska Broadcasters Association presented him with the “Friend of Nebraska 
Broadcasters Award,” which previously had honored two U.S. Senators and a Gover- 
nor. He also received the Nebraska Optometrists Association “Eyes on Nebraska 
Award” in 1977. 

Bryant has served two terms as president of the Nebraska Sportswriters and 
Sportscasters Association and currently serves as secretary of the Nebraska Chapter of 
the National Football Foundation and Hall of Fame and he is a member of the 
NFFHF's National Council. He also is executive secretary of the Touchdown Club of 
Nebraska. 

Active in civic affairs, Bryant serves on the Cornhusker Council of the Boy Scouts 
of America’s executive committee and previously has served as a scoutmaster and as 
the Adult Advisor to the Golden Sun Lodge of the Order of the Arrow. He is a member 
of the Christ Methodist Church Choir and is active in the American Legion, the 40 et 8 
and the Lincoln Chamber of Commerce's Sports and Recreation Committee. 

Bryant is married to the former Joan Peden of Oakland, Nebraska. “Fox” and 
“Pedie" have two married sons, Bill and Jeff.

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TOM OSBORNE 


Head Football Coach—Assistant Athletic Director 
University of Nebraska 


Tom Osborne is in his seventh season as the head football coach of the Nebraska 
Cornhuskers. During the winter of 1979, Osborne was named a Nebraska Assistant 
Athletic Director. 

Osborne, who graduated from Hastings College before logging pro time with the 
Washington Redskins and San Francisco 49ers, joined Devaney as an assistant in 
1962. In 1965 he received his Ph.D. in Educational Psychology, then elected football 
coaching as a career. He coached the Husker receivers and helped build the NU 
offense into one of the most potent in the nation during the 1970 and 1971 National 
Championship years. 

While Osborne was a newcomer to the head coaching ranks in 1973, he was no 
stranger to Nebraska football. Osborne was a member of Bob Devaney’s incomparable 
staff for 11 years—the last six as a key organizer of a steam-roller offense. 

During his tenure on the Devaney staff, Osborne headed the passing game strategy 
and coached the receivers. When Devaney announced his retirement from coaching in 
favor of full-time athletic director duties following the 1971 season, he announced 
Osborne would be his successor and assistant head coach for his final season of 1972. 
Osborne served in that capacity and as director of recruiting in 1972, then took the 
reins in 1973 and became only the third Husker coach in history (W. C. Cole in 1907 
and Bob Devaney in 1962) to win eight games in his first season. And he was the first, 
coach in Nebraska history to take his team to a major bowl (Cotton) in his first year. 

An outstanding high school athlete at Hastings High School in the mid 1950s’ 
Osborne was named Nebraska prep Athlete of the Year. Passing up major college 
offers, Osborne became the star quarterback and basketball player for Hastings College 
where both his father and grandfather had matriculated. In 1959 he was named State 
College Athlete of the Year—the first athlete in Nebraska history to win both the high 
school and college honor. 

Following graduation from Hastings with a Bachelor of Arts Degree, Osborne 
played two years with the Washington Redskins and one year with the San Francisco 
49ers as a flankerback before returning to Nebraska. 

In 1962 he contacted Bob Devaney and secured a position as a graduate assistant 
on the Husker staff. He continued in that capacity until he obtained his Master's 
Degree in 1963. Continuing his dual role in education and football coaching, Osborne 
gained his Doctor’s Degree in 1965 and, holding the Academic rank of Instructor of 
Educational Psychology in Teacher's College, was a half-time coach, 

Osborne elected to pursue coaching full-time in 1967 and became the Huskers’ 
offensive receivers coach, a decision that NU fans have applauded since. 

Married to the former Nancy Tederman, Osborne is the father of a young son, Mike 
and daughters, Ann and Susie.

Heading up the women’s athletic program at Nebraska since 1977 is Dr. June B. 
Davis, a native of Winnipeg, Manitoba, Canada.
